Tableau of New Mexico for 4 lo 
the Union Brings a Hopeful Remark—Is Presented 
With a Navajo Blanket—Godfather of Rough Rider 


WEDNESDAY. MAY 6. 


Iaſan.— San Francisco Prepares a Greeting. 


(N. M.) May 
The President closed the most pic- 
turesque day of his western trip 
with a stop of two hours in Albu- 
querque this evening. His train reached 
here on time, at 1:50 o'clock, and he 
was escorted at once by a reception 
committee headed by Delegate S. 8. 
Rodey of New Mexico to a lavishly- 
decorated stand in front of the beau- 
tiful Alvarado Hotel, where he spoke 
for a few minutes to a crowd of 5000 
people. The Presiden: dwelt on irriga- 
‘tion and its importance in the devel- 
opment of New Mexico, but occupied 
the greater part of the time in discuss- 
ine the qualities that go to make up 
good citizenship. 

Directly op te the speaker's stand 
was a tableaux representing New Mex- 
ico appealing for admission to the Un- 
lon, forty-five little girls dressed in 
white representing the States, while 
one of them on the outside of a gate 
at which stood Uncle Sam, represent- 
ed New Mexico. The President said 
that when New Mexico had a little 
more irrigation, there would be nothing 
the matter with the little eu on the 
outside. 

From the Hotel Alvarado 8 Presi- 
dent was escorted to his carriage, and 
the entire party was taken for an 
hour's drive about the town, ending at 
the Commercial Club, where a brief 
reception was held. Here the Pres!- 
dent was presented with a Navajo 
bianket, in which was woven in white 
letters his credentials as an honorary 
member of the club. The President 
was greatly pleased with the gift. Here 
he was greeted by another big delega- 
tion of members of his Rough Rider 
regiment, and he repeatedly referred to 
his pleasure in meeting them and in 
visiting the cobntry from which the 
greater part of phe regiment was re- 
cruited. 

At 6. o'clock, the President continued 
his trip to the West with the Grand 
Cafion of the Colorado as the objec- 
tive point. Gov. Otero of New Mes- 
co and Gov. Brodie of Arizona accom- 
panied the President to Albuquerque 
from Santa Fé. Gov. Brodie will be 
the President's guest until he passes 
out of Arizona. : 

INTERESTED IN SANTA FE. 

SANTA FE (N. M.) May 5.—The 
President spent 3 hours and 20 min- 
utes in this city, whose historical 
buildings and monuments seemed to 
be of intense interest to “hin. At the 
” V capitot he made an address, speaking 
for twerty minutes to an audience of 
fully 10,000 people. The President 
sald it was a great pleasure to him to 
come to New Mexico, from which lo- 
cality more than half.the members of 
his regiment came. 

“I know the people of New Mexico,” 
he said, “and I am fond of them. How 
can I help being fond of the people 
with whom 1 have worked?” 

He congratulated the people of New 
Mexico on what they have accom- 
plished, and said he believed they were 
on the verge of greater things. 

“Much will depend on the thrift of 
the people,” said the President, but 
the government can help somewhat, 
and the government will help.” : 

The President said the benefits of 
forest preservation and irrigation to 
be enjoyed by this section will do most 
toward bringing New Mexico to State- 
hood and making it one of the great 
States of the West. 

A brief réteption was hela In the 
Capitol, after which a drive was taken 
over the gayly-decorated streets, g)! 
of which were thickly lined with a 
cheering multitude. A stop was mad 
at San Miguel Church, the old — 
church edifice in the United States, 
and the cathedral, where the vicar- 
general, Anthony Fourchegu, baptized, 
the son of George W. Armijo, a ser- 
geant in the Rough Riders, the Presi- 
dent being godfather. The child was 
named Theodore velt. After this 
pleasing incident, the President ad- 
dressed school children, including 
350 pupils in the uniform of the United 
States Indian School, the students of 
St. Michael's College of Loretto Acad- 
emy, St. Catherine's Indian and the 
Presbyterian Mission school. The roof 
of the historic old palace and the roofs 
of other buildings surrounding the 
plaza were thronged. 

The drive Was continued to Fort 
Marcy, from which a superb view of 
the city and surroundings is obtalne d. 
Here Mayor I. Sparke presented the 
President with an illustrated volume 
of the city’s history. The book is in 4 
cover of gold filigree work, set with 
large turquoise, and was the product 
throughout of Santa Fé skilled work- 
men. Luncheon was served at the res- 
idence of Gov. M. A. Otero, in front of 
which was a triumphal arch on which 
stood a girl,.as Goddess of Liberty, 
strewing flowers upon the President. 
‘As the President retntered his car- 
riage, an original ode was sung by the 

school children and the President stood 
up in his carriage and waved his hat 
lustily. 

A visit was made to the New Mexico 
Historical Society's Museum, after 
which the party returned to the depot, 
the train leaving at 12:20 o'clock p.m. 

A large detall of Rough Riders in 
uniform served as a guard of honor 
here, and a number of these accom- 
panied the President to Albuquerque.

The young business man who adopts 
the methods of his competitors, who 
dresses his show windows in the same 
style, who studies and imitates them in 
every way, never becomes a great mer- 
chant. It is the men who dare to put 
in motion new ideas, and who attract 
attention by their original methods 
who succeed in business. is 
good advertising in originality. 

When a soul speaks from its center, 
as has been well said, it is instantly 
recognized as a power. When a man 
steps out from the crowd of imitators 
and prociaims his mission we in- 
stinctively look up to and admire him. 
It is the lawyer who departs from pre- 
cedents, the teacher who brings new 
ideas and methods into the school- 
room, the clergyman who has the grit 
to declare the message God has civen 
him, and not the one which has been 
given to some other man, the business 
man who adopts original methods, the 
scientist searching for new truths, the 
inventor, the original thinker, who 
helps the world onward. 

Independence ot and action, 
the ability to originate and to exe- 
cute should be sedulously cultivated by 
the rising generation. No young man 
can be complete, can ever fulfill the 
purpose for which he was sent into 
the world unless he develops his ori- 
inal power, which is peculiar to 
himself.

Grand Master Crandall Urges That

MONTE CASSINO, May 6.—{By At- 
lantic Cable.]. Emperor William and 
King Victor Emmanuel arrived here 
this morning, accompanied by Crown 
Prince Frederick William, Prince Eitel, 
the Ouke of Aosta, the Sake of Abruz- 
zi, the Duke of Genoa and the Count 
of Turin. They were accorded an en- 
thusiastic welcome. The scene was ex- 
ceedingly picturesque. Quaint crowds 
of peasants, friars and sisters gath- 
ered from miles around the village to 
see the extraordinary spectacie of two 
sovereigns and six princes at Monte 
Cassino, ° 

The real reason for the visit was the 
part taken by Emperor William in as- 
sisting the Benedictine institutions in 
Prussia, and the promise which he

The demands of the striking line- 
men relative to restricting the gum- 
ber of apprentices, limiting thé#hum- 
ber of men who shall work under one 
foreman, etc., etc., are also unreason- 
able, and are an unwarranted inter- 
ference with the business of the em- 
ployers. The purpose of all demands 
of this nature is to decrease the power 
of the employer to control his busi- 
ness, and to increase the power of em- 
ployés, the ultimate aim * to 


the business in the hands of those who 
are in no wise responsible for its man- 
agement. | 
No business could under 
such conditions. To conced ese un- 
reasonable demands would be an 
actual ultimate injury to the em- 
ployés themselves. They would be in 
the position of the man who, with a 
plentiful lack of foresight, sat upon 
the limb of a tree and sawed it off 
between himself and the supporting 
trunk. 
For the reasons above given, and 
for others which need not be enumer- 
ated in detail, it would be unwise 
and suicidal for the electrical com- 
panies to accede to the unreasonable 
demands made by their late employée. 
The employers can win in this con- 
test, es in most struggles of its kind, 
by standing together and holding fast 
o the right. The struggle may cost 
them some temporary inconvenience, 
and may cost them some losses in a 
financial way. But such losses will 
be ‘trivial in comparison to the 
irretrievable loss of prestige which 
they would ‘suffer in turning over the 
management of their business to their 
ex-employés; which loss of prestige 


clal losses far greater than the tem- 
porary losses involved in fighting the 
strike to a finish. 

The absolute value of courage and 
firmness in mceting issues of this kind 
hes so often been demonstrated that 
it cannot be doubted at this time. In

LAWYER’S MARE’S NEST 


Declares that Rightful Title to Bil- 
non Dollars Worth of Property is Not 
in Reputed Owners. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

NEW YORK, May 5.—Most of the 
landowners in Harlem are not the 
rightful possessors of their holdings, 
according to a lawyer of this city. 
Heirs of Dutch freehoiders of 250 years 
ago, some thousands in number, on the 
authority of this lawyer, are owners 
of Hariem, of a large part of Central 
Park and of about all of the water- 
front property on the East River from 
Seventy-fourth street to Hariem River 
along the Harlem River and down the 
Hudson to One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth street. ' 

The present-day value of the prop- 
erty is conjectured to be $1,000,000.000. 
Prominent amo the .descendants of 
the alleged rightful owners are — 
dent Roosevelt, Gov. Odell and Put- 
Bradiee Strong, son of 
Mayor Strong. 

In 1666-67, the Duke of York, through 
Colonial Governor Nichols, gave grants 
and charters to twenty-three men, who 


were created a corporation known as 
the town of New Harlem, and further 
grants and patents were issued to the 
| twenty-three, and to “their heirs, suc- | 
| cessors and assigns forever.” 

The plan of the lawyer in charge of 
the matter is to gather a_majority of 
the descendants, and as He gays they 
are all, by Inheritance. members of 
the Corporation, have them hold «a 
meeting to elect officers, and parcel out 
the land among themselves.
